OF INTEREST TO FARMERS, 
While most lines of business are well 
represented in Reve'stoke there are 
several openings which Alberta far 
mere or denters ought to be able to fill 
to profitable advantage. With a 
population of nearly 1,000 Revelstoke 
has only about a dozen cows. Milk is 
therefore a scarce and dear articte and 
the majority of people have to be satis 
fied with the canned variety. which is

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THE LAST WORD 
Parliament will assemble for the 
transaction of public business on 
Thursday wext, and the result of 
its deliberations with to 
Western railway construction will 
be awaited with intense interest 
by the farming communityy;owho} 
after many years of weary waiting, 
are now almost in sight of the 
land of promise. It is sincerely to 
be hoped that the main issue will 
not be losi sight ot inthe perusal 
of the ignorant and impudent 
statements which have appeared 
on the subject in many Ontario 
newspapers. The second rate 
press of Ontario, which hopes to 
strike a sympathetic chord by an 
appeal for so-called «conomy so as 
to save the packet of the Ontario 
taxpayer, describes that province 
as the “mileh cow" of the 
Dominion, which provides the 
capital for every pubya work, 
wheresoever constructéd. ‘Rot of 
this-description, written in bound- 
less ignorance, of course loses its 
point when applied to a province 
like British Columbia, which pays 
vastly more into the Federal ex- 
chequer than she receives in re- 
turn, or tothe North West Terri- 
tories, which are even now the 
pivot on which rests the future 
prosperity of the whole Dominion. 
At the same time one cannot help 
deploring tke gross ignorance .of 
the West, of its resources, cap- 
abilities and advantages which 
prevails amongst the journalists 
of Ontario, a class of men who are 
generally supposed to be at least 
familiat with the country in 
which they live. Those gentle- 
men who have taken the trouble 
to come and examine the West 
for themselves have returned 
home thoroughly converted to its 
cause, and enlisted on its hehalt. 
The members of the Cabinet and 
others who have visited the min- 
ing districts in British Columbia 
and examined the farming _ re- 
sources of Alberta, have been 
satisfied beyond a doubt of the 
absolute necessity for through 
communication between the Terri- 
tories and the great country 
which lies beyond the mountains, 
The Hon. A. G. Blair, who holds 
the Railway portfolio in the Cabi- 
net, only three menths ago, after | 
a careful study: of the situation, 
told his hearers in the Calgary 
Opera Hall that “He had just 
spent four ov five weeks in 
British Columbia, and it was there 
he bed been called on to more 
especially consider the need of 
railway construction, lis had | 
been led to believe that until there 
wasa progressive policy adopted 
regarding railway competition in 
B.C, those immense  auriferous 
fields will never be tully de- 
veloped. He had visited several 
mining camps in &. OU, and be- 
lieved that promising as is tbe 
outlook in Rossland, the Slocan 
and East Kootenay, these did not 
by auy means embrace the whole 
area of valuable mineralized de- 
posits. The whole provinee of 
British Columbia contained rich 
mineral fields as yet unknown, 
What the West really wanted was 
railroads.” The Hon. Mr. Tarte, 
another Minister of the Crown, 
who had also made a personal ex- | 
amination of the country, vi 
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which to catch votes, and many 
votes were polled in the Terri- 
tories and in British Columbia at 
the general election for the party 
which, in the West at all events, 
was raised into power on the 
distinct pledge of a policy of 
active railroad development, <A 
great deal has been said of the

the settlers in the Territories are 
provided with a means of taking 
their goods to that market, which 
seems to have been provided for 
them by a merciful Providence. 
In justice to the citizens of Canada 
as well as of other countries 
who have already made their 
homes in the West, in justice to 
the thousands of others who may 
yet find suitable homes in this 
great country, in justice to the 
Dominion of Canada, the Govern- 
ment should attend to this matter 
without a moment's delay. Mr. 
saurier today holds the future of 
the West, and with it the future 
of Canada in his hand, and should 
take every possible precaution to 
prevent ulterior considerations 
from interfering with the mani- 
fest duty which he owes to the 
country at large.

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|THE ARID PUBLIC LANDS 

Somecime ago brief mention was 
made in these columns of a paper 
bearing the above title, read in 
December last before the Ameri- 
ean Society of Irrigation Engi- 
neers by Professor Ellwood Meade, 
Engineer of Wyoming. This 
paper deals with existing  con- 
| ditions in the arid portions of the 
/United States in a particularly 
able manner, and although many 
ot the features which evoke strong 
jeriticism and condemnation from 
| Professor Meade do not prevail in 
lour Territories, there are other 
| points referred to which are well 
deserving of careful consideration 
atthe hands of those having the 
future destinies of Southern Al- 
berta and other arid portions of 
the Territories largely im their 
control. . First among these is the 
question of land laws. Those who 
{have given the matter any con- 
sideration no doubt realize that 
the present homestead provisions 
of the Dominion Lands Act are 
unsuited to the conditions exist- 
ingin the arid and grazing por- 
tions of the Territories, and as the 
laws referred to by Professor 
Meade are practically the same as. 
ours, it is instructive to note what 
| he says on the subject : 

“That the present public land 
laws do nothing to secure the 
reclamation of the best land must 
be admitted. That whateyer de- 
‘velopment occurs under them 
must be of a haphazard character 
is inevitable. If we are to judge by 
past experience they also tend to 
retard rather than promote re- 
clamation of any character and to 
‘obstruct rather than aid the 
efforts of actual settlers. We 
|have attempted to ignore climatic 
‘conditions and industrial needs 
jand make a land system, framed 
| for a region where rain 
comes from clouds, answer in a 
}Yegion where the value of a farm 
depends on the ownership of the 
stream, A seal skin coatis valu- 
able property in Greenland, but a 
nuisance in Cuba, A law requir- 
jing irrigation in Massachusetts as 
ja condition of land tenure would 
not be more of an anomaly than 
the homestead law in Wyoming, 
which permits of ownership with- 
outit. The homestead law was a 
wise measure for eastern Kansas, 
where all of the land was produc- 
tive. In the western half of that 
state, where he who waits for rain 
waits in yain, it was a calamity, 
and in the distinctively arid states 
itisa prolific source of mischief. 
In all avid countries water rights 
are of more importance than land 
titles. Without water the land 
has no value, the owner of the 
stream owns the land, no matter 
in whom the title may be vested. 
The speculative control of 
streams, if permitted, places the 
tillers of the soilat the mercy of 
their owners aud creates a mon- 
oply without restrictions on its 
exactions and abuses.” 


The remarks contained in these 
extracts apply with equal force to 
ouv jandlaws. If any proof ot 
this fact is needed, one has only to 
make ashort journey in almost 
any direction from Calgary and 
count the abandoned homesteads 
where cnergetic settlers have en- 
deayoured to farm aclaim taken 
upunder the law, applicable no 
doubt to humid regions, but 
totally unsuited to arid conditions, 

Another question which is ably 
discussed in the above mentioned 
paper is that relative to Forest 
Lands, and the remarks under 
this head are so pointedly appli- 
vable to the foothill portion of 
Southern Alberta that we cannot 
do better than quote the para 
graph relating thereto in full: 

“the timber value of the forest 
areas is of sevondary. iaiportance. 
Thew chief and enduring utility 
is to conserve the moisture in the 
valleys below, Inmany cases 
with theivy destruction irvigacion 
ceases tobe a problem and be- 
comes an an imposibility. The 
service of « river does not depend 
upon its yearly flow but on its 
proper distribution, A mountain 
l torrent in May if followed by a 
ldey channelin August is of little 
j value, yet this is what will follow 
destruction of the timber on 
our mountain slopes, Two dangers 
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settiers it does nothing to check 
either ‘of these 

destractive tendencies, 
efficient system of police protec: 
tion to embrace the head of each 
mountain stream will serve and 
this cannot too soon be ineugnu- 
rated, Ithas proved to be enlight- 
ened and profitable policy for 
many Eavopean nations to make 
forestry a state institution. It 
has paid where timver alone was 
the consideration. In the arid 
region, timber, climate and agri- 
culture are ali involved, No 


greater service could be rendered | 


the arid states than to institute a 
system of police supervision of the 
mountain areas and to begin the 
training of a body of foresters 
who would not only preserve what 
is left but renew what has been 
destroyed. This need not be a 
tax on the national treasury, the 
the expense could be Jargely if 
not entirely met from the sale of 
such timber as could be disposed 
of without injury.” Surely those 
of us who have witnessed the 
annual destruction of large tim- 
bered areas in the foothills and 
on the eastern slope of the mount- 
ains {rom which all our important 
streams come, will agree that the 
subject of our forest areas and 
their preservation is deserving of 
immediate and enlightened cgn- 
sideration. 


Under the heading of Grazing 
Land, Professor Meade deals very 
fully with the question which is 
rapidly becoming a vital one in 
Southern Alberta, and ere lorg 
must be faced throughout tae 
whole plains portion of the Terri- 
tories. Here is in part what he 
has to say on thissubject: ‘The 
grazing lands should be leased, 
not sold, The limits of irrigation 
are mot yet fixed and public con- 
trol of these lands should be 
retained until fucther experience 
is had as to their proper ultimate 
disposal. Their preservation and 
best use, howevér, requires that 
there should be some fixed tenure 
in their possession which will 
make it to individual interest to 
preserve and improve them, If 
these lands could be leased for a 
fixed period of five or ten years 
the lessees could then afford to 
take steps to increase their pro- 
ductive value. Under present 
conditions, large tracts of land too 
far from streams for stock to 
obtain water, are of little service. 
There are also large additional 
areas where scarcity of water does 
much to limit the bevelits arising 
from their use, No one will 
improve them because they would 
have to share with the public the 
results of their outlay. If these 
lands could be controlled, wind- 
mills would be built, large tracts, 
now valueless, would be occupied 
and rotation in pasturage estab 
lished. There would be some 
opportunity for recuperation and 
reseeding and the tendency would 
be towaid inerease in productive 
value instead of the opposite 
tendency which now prevails, The 
objection hitnerto urged to leasing 
grazing Jand has always been that 
it would be controlled by ‘cattle 
barons’ This can not only be 
absolutely prevented, but the 
leasing privilege can be muadea 
most e Tective aid to reclamation 
and enhance the profits of our 
farmers, 
do mvre to promote canal building 
and increase our population, than 
all other influences combined, and 
that too without injury or 
injustice to anyone. The best 
results from either irrigable or 
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grazing land requires that they | 


be held in small tracts and held 
together. The privilege of leasing 
and grazing land should be 
reserved to those who own und 
cultivate the irrigable. It should 
be made an incentive to immigra- 
tion and a premium on develop: 
ment.” 

The question of existing laws as 
they affect the settlement of our 
vacant lands, the preservation of 
our forest areas, and the utiliza- 
tion of the wonderful grazing 
areas with which nature has 
endowed the arid portion of our 
Territories are worthy of careful

A BRIGHT OUTLOOK 
FOR CATTLE 


‘To say that ranching in Alberta 
was never on a better footing and 
never had a brighter ontlook than 
it has now, may sound like boom- 


ing, butthere is more than one 
good reason for making such an 
assertion. All the signs point to 
the fact that beef is going to be 
dear this summer, particularly in 
the Western States. Reports 
from Great Falls say that there is 
a continual demand tor cattle 
from eastern’ buyers. Bad 
weather is reported from all parts 
of Montana and neighbouring 
States. Heavy losses of sheep 
have occurred in Carbon county 
and in parts of Sweetwater, Wyo. 
A. thick crust tormed on top of 
the recent heavy fall of snow, pre- 
venting the wind from blowing it 
away and exposing the _ feed. 
Thousands of of sheep are said to 
- have succumbed to cold and star- 
vation, Around Walla Walla, 
Wash., cattle buyers are gather- 
ing all the beef they can. A des- 
patch from Colville reports a big 
storm and says heavy losses of 
cattle have occurred through 
want of hay. In British Columbia 
continued snow and bad weather 
has created comsternation among 
ranchers and report says that 
great numbers will die. All these 
things, though regrettable and 
unfortunate for the districts 
affected, mean higher prices for 
those who willhave cattle far sale. 
The market in Kootenay  con- 
tinues to increase at a rate that is 
astonishing. Mr. P. Burns states 
that his turnover in Rossland is 
$23,000 » month, in Sandon $15,000 
a month, andin other towns in 
proportion, Tke Spokane Spokes- 
mau Review, of last week, says, 
editorially, under the heading 
“Oattle will be scarce”: 

“Heavy snow so late in the season 
has caused great suffering among the 
cattle in the eastern part of the state, 
and cattlemen fear that the mortality 
will be alarming. There are numerous 
causes pointing to an increase in the 
price of beef this summer, not the 
least of which is the jast calamity 
to overtake the steers on the ranges, 
Beef will be consumed in immense 
quantities by the thousands of miners 
going north this spring, it will be in 
large demand in the harvest fields and 
the growing towns will be increasing 
their annual consumption materially 
because the people are in better shape 
financially and c.4 afford more meat, 
Storms are not the only factors in the 
decrease of Washington herds, Con- 
stant buying by shrewd stockmen 
from Montana has made serious 
roads on the herds of the Big Bend, 
southeastern Washington and north- 
ern Idaho. Almost daily there are 
reports of trainloads of fat 
going over the state line eastward 
bound, some to be fattened on the 
Montana vanges, others to go further 
south, This can not last forever with 
out an unpleasant effect, The home 
supply will be exhausted and there 
will be importation of fresh meat, as 
there is now importation of packing 
house products, once manufactured at 
the doors of Spokane. Local cattle- 
men dispose of their herds to the 
highest bidder, naturally, and their 
best market has been a foreign one for 
(two years past, but the time is not far 
off when the best of prices can be had 
at home.” 

If the favourable weather 
Alberta has enjoyed since Novem- 
ber continues through the spring 
our ranchers wit! be in an enviable 
position in regard to both eastern 
and western markets, and they 
will have itin their own hands to 
secure even higher prices than 
they are now getting, for now that 
there is no quarantine a prob- 
ability oxists that the Chieago 
market canbe used asan alter 
native or lever to raise prices for 
the Kootenay trade. Barring un- 
favourable weather conditions, 
the outlook for Alberta ranching 
seems decidedly good, and we 
believe the present season will 
once more demonstrate the fact 
that a well managed cattle ranche 
is better than a gold mine

MINING DEVELOPMENT 


Calgary Figures in a Spokane Paper 
as a Mining Centre 


Spokane Mining Stock Reporter: 
The district of Alberta in the Cana- 
dian North West seems to have fallen 
in line fora mining boom, At Cal- 
gary, the principal city, several com- 
panies have been organized for the 
purpose of mining in its different 
branches. At Laggan, the divide be- 
tween the Territories and B.C., and on 
the main line of the O.P.R., rich cop- 
eer deposits have been found. On 
Sheep Creek 16 miles south of Calgary, 
gold were discovered 
and a party of prospectors started 
tor the Creek, but were forced 
to return on account of the snow, In 
Northern Alberta, on the Saskatche- 
wan, miners have been working fora 
nurober of years on the gold bars, with 
varying results. North Westers are, 
however, looking to the Fort Steele 
country, as reports indicate thay this 
section of East Kootenay is abundantly 
supplied with wealth, ‘and before the 
snow is off the ground hundreds will 
be flocking into this new camp.

A TYPICAL MINE 


A Rich Slocan Property Managed by a 
Calgary Man. 


There are scores of working mines 
in the Slocan a description of which 
would fill books, An account of a 
visit to one of them will give some 
idea of all, for with the exceprion of 


almost unitorm plan, 

We willtake the Ruth toine near 
Sandon, managed by a Cerlgary nan. 
Sandon is at the bottom of a narrow 
guich between two heavily timbered 
mountains,. The Ruth isa mile and 
a quarter by trail and a quarter of a 
mileinastraight line up one of the 
mountains, and a pretty steep one at 
that. It has no tramway as yet, so i 
rode upon an ore waggon, and walked 
down, To go uptakes nearly an hour, 
Coming down, if you are not particu- 
lar about your clothes, or breaking a 
few limbs, you can do it in ten minutes 
—nerhaps less, 

The empty waggon, on bob sleighs, 
was drawn by four horses, and it made 
them sweat, Arriving near the 
mountain top, having passed the 
famous Slocan Star (which has paid 
$300,000 iu. dividends) a few hundred 
feet to the left we come to the modest 
buildings at the mouth of the mine, 
These consist of an ore house, office, 
manager's house (a log shaniy), miners 
cabins and other necessary but not 
ornamental structures, Herein lies 
the contrast between the mine opera- 
ted by the owner for profit and_ with- 
out frills, and the mine worked by the 
average English company, with its 
elaborate manager's residence, exten- 
sive offices and stores, with their 
array of high salaried engineers, as- 
sistant engineers and other expensive, 
ornamental, unprofitable and unneces- 
sary paraphernalia, 

Guided by the manager and armed 
with a miner's candle [I walked into 
the heart of the great mountain 
through many hundred feet of tunnel- 
ling and up several shafts which had 
to he climbed by means of stationary 
ladders, where a false step might have 
meant sudden death. The tunnels, of 
which there are three, are about five 
feet wide and seven feet high, with 
timbers at short intervals supporting 
the roofs and sides. Truck rails are 
laid in each, and a visitor has to be on 
the alert to avoid being run down by 
the loaded oretrucks,there being barely 
room in places to squeeze close enough 
to the wall to escape the truck. All 
the tunnels follow the ‘vein, which 
being from four to six feet wide neces- 
sitates very little dead work, or run- 
ning through waste rock. At the end 
ot the tunnel, or the “face” as it is 
called in mining parlance, a man is 
seen at work with either pick or drill 
cutting into the rich vein. The Ruth, 
being like nearly all Slocan properties 
a silver mine, the vein is composed of 
carbonates and galena, The carbon- 
ates isofa brownish yellow appear- 
ance, like rust, and is generally easily 
workedewith a pick, The galena is 
bright and silvery, so hard that to 
work it requires the aid of drilland 
dynamite, In the soft ores of the 
Slocan the working of a drili is a 
sunple process, In very hard ores two 
men ave required for each drill, one to 
hold it, the other to hammer it. But 
generally each miner works his own! 
driil. A drill is simply «© very long 
cold chisel. With it a hole is sunk 
into the rock, the powder inserted and 
a big mass loosened, 

One tunnel is sunk above another 
and afterwards connected by shafts 
which allow of the intervening ore 
being economically taken out, The 
mine contains a= gasoline hoisting 
engine, which rins very satisfactorily, 
About 75 men are employed, Thirty 
tons of ore, galena and carbonates, are 
shipped daily, besides which a large 
quantity of concentrating, or lower 
grade ore, is piled on the dump. In 
the near future itis probable a con- 
centvator and trainway may be added 
to the plant. 

The ore from the Rath, samples of 
which I brought away with me, aver- 
ages as follows: the galena, 100 to 120 
ounces silver and 60 to 70 lead; the 
carbonates 45 to 50 ounces silver and 
about 25 % lead. About 2000 tons 
have heen shipped since the mine was 
opened, Lt-was worked for some time 
by the owngrs, four men who made 
good meney out of it and then solc 
at a good figure. Ithas been run by 
the present owners for tour months 
during which time it has produced 
1,200 tons of ore for the smelters, There 
ave five claims in the property; the 
Ruth. Ruth Feaction, Hope, Despair 
and Wyoming. It is styled simply 
the Ruth Mines, and is not. incorporat- 
ed, The manageris Mr, MH. B. Alex- 
ander, of Calgary. The mine is not 
for sale and there is no stock on the 
market. It cost the present owners 
$166,000 for a two third interest, 

Tt has almost an unlimited quantity 
of ore and with the installation of a 
tram, which could reach the 
railway below with a length of a 
quarter of a mile, the output could 
he be increased to 60 tons per day. 
Considering that this is only one, and 
not the largest, of the numerous shin- 
ping mines, of the Slocan 
which are so little heard of as compar- 
ed with those of Rossland, the reader 
may gather some idea of the $fabulous 
ly wealthy and conservatively devel- 
oped Slocan,
